Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: A general discussion of the application and the 1 12 first paragraph 
and 101 rejection. The displaying step of claim 63 was discussed in detail along with the 101 and 112 rejections. The 
Examiner's position is the currently claimed "displaying the established locations for the object" is too broad and needs 
to be narrowed to more fully follow the specification. Reference was made to the definition of constraint at page 12 
lines 16-18 and to the display step 814 at page 32 lines 26-27. The tangible computer-readable medium claims would 
be better claimed as computer-readable storage medium, note page 8 lines 20-22 of the specification. The storing 
step of claim 1 was briefly discussed and amending it in a manner similar to claim 63 may give it a more useful and 
tangible result, however, the Examiner did mention that the claim may also preempt the use of the mathematical 
algorithm of claim 1 even in view of a storing step. 
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
